Report  of  Town  History 
Committee. 


We  received  proposals  from  three  publishing  houses,  and 
although  they  did  not  vary  greatly  in  their  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  the  work  yet  when  all  had  been  considered  there 
seemed  to  be  sufficient  reasons  for  choosing  The  Rumford  Co., 
of  Concord,  and  we  closed  a  contract  with  them. 

As  the  cost  is  by  the  page  with  an  additional  charge  for 
pictures,  photos,  etc.,  it  is  impossible  to  give  but  an  approxi- 
mate estimate  of  the  cost,  and  we  deem  it  better  to  let  the 
matter  rest,  as  the  work  is  now  rapidly  nearing  completion 
and  accurate  accounts  can  then  be  given. 

The  various  questions  arising  have  been  carefully  con- 
sidered and  decided  as  seemed  best,  all  things  considered. 

The  question  of  insertsi  may  need  a  word  of  explanation. 
By  inserts  we  mean  leaves  inserted  with  full  page  cut  on  one 
side,  the  reverse  being  blank.  Too  many  of  these  would 
make  the  work  too  voluminous,  and  to  insert  some  seemed 
necessary. 

We  finally  placed  the  number  at  fifteen,  it  might  easily 
have  been  considerably  increased.  For  such  we  have  charged 
ten  dollars  each,  excepting  those  of  Jacob  Foss,  Edward  D. 
Kimball  and  William  W.  Mercer,  benefactors  of  the  town. 
For  these  we  have  made  no  charge,  believing  this  would  meet 
the  town's  approval.  Also  those  of  Salmon  P.  Chase  and 
Samuel  Chase,  there  being  no  one  to  pay  for  these;  a  few 
others  are  not  yet  settled  for. 

We  selected  a  tine  grade  of  paper  and  have  placed  the 
others  on  the  printed  page,  for  these  we  have  charged  five 
dollars  each.  There  are  a  few  men  prominent  in  their  day 
and  generation  without  which  the  work  would  seem  incom- 
plete, and  for  which  there  seemed  to  be  none  to  pay.  These 
we  have  given  at  the  expense  of  the  town,  there  are  but  few 
and  some  maj^  yet  be  settled  for. 

There  will  be  two  styles  of  binding.  Six  hundred  copies 
in  cloth,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  DeLuxe,  in  half 
leather.    There  will  be  no  difference  except  in  the  binding 
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and  the  price.  The  price  per  copy  in  cloth  will  be  $3.50,  and 
in  half  leather,  $5.00. 

While  we  have  endeavored  to  faithfully  perform  the  duty 
assigned  us,  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  preparation  of 
the  printed  matter  is  wholly  the  work  of  the  historian.

Below  we  are  pleased  to  hand  you  an  estimate  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  work  on  the  C'ornish  History  at  this  date. 

Volume  I  of  the  narrative  makes  883  pages  of  lO-pt.  Of 
these  304  are  printed.  The  index  is  not  yet  compiled  or 
printed.  There  are  15  full  page  inserts  to  be  in  this  volume. 
There  are  also  some  additional  pages  of  Vital  Statistics  of  the 
town  which  may  be  used  either  in  Volume  I  or  II  in  order 
to  bring  them  out  even.  These  I  think  occupy  about  20 
pages  of  8-pt,  Work  has  commenced  on  the  index  for  this 
volume. 

Volume  II  will  have  one  full  page  insert  frontispiece. 
There  are  438  pages  of  8  pt.  The  uumber  of  pages  both  in 
Volume  1  and  Volume  II  may  vary  somewhat  from  this  esti- 
mate but  there  will  not  be  a  material  difference.  Index  for 
Volume  II  is  not  yet  compiled. 

We  expect  to  complete  the  printing  of  both  Volume  I 
and  II  except  the  index  this  month.  The  index  will  be 
printed  as  soon  as  compiled.  We  estimate  that  it  will  take 
fully  a  month  to  compile  both  indices,  and  they  will  be  set  in 
6-pt.  It  is  not  possible  at  this  time  to  estimate  how  many 
pages  they  will  occupy.

It  would  be  very  gratifying  to  all  concerned  if  we  were 
able  at  this  time  to  make  our  linal  report  to  the  town  regard- 
ing its  history.

Expecting  the  printers'  and  publishers'  work  was  im- 
mediately coming  on,  it  entailed  the  necessity  of  great  activity 
on  the  part  of  the  historian  in  providing  cuts,  revising  scores 
of  family  records,  besides  the  handling  of  an  immense  amount 
of  mail.  With  all  of  these  duties  came  the  necessity  of  proof- 
reading which  has  been  no  inconsiderable  item  during  the 
year.  With  all  these,  and  many  more  responsibilities,  we 
trust  we  have  kept  ahead  of  all  the  requirements  of  the  press. 
At  this  date  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  work  of  print- 
ing is  nearly  completed  and  hope  that  before  long  the  books 
will  be  ready  for  distribution.  Many  advance  sheets  of  fin- 
ished work  have  been  sent  us,  showing  quality  of  paper,  type, 
execution  of  cuts,  etc., — all  of  which  cannot  fail  to  give  satis- 
faction to  all  concerned. 

In  counsel  with  the  publishers  and  committee,  it  has  been 
unanimously  decided  to  print  and  bind  the  history  in  two 
volumes — historical  and  geneological.  We  believe  this  will 
meet  the  approval  of  its  patrons.

Report  of  School  Board. 


We  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  the  report  of  our 
public  schools  for  the  year  ending  February  1912, 

A  new  house  has  been  built  in  the  northeasterly  part  of 
the  town  now  making  fourteen  houses  in  all.  We  have  main- 
tained thirty-seven  terms  of  school  in  thirteen  houses  and 
fourteen  weeks  in  one — the  new  house — the  same  not  being- 
completed  until  late  in  the  season,  and  the  scholars  being 
mostly  too  young  to  attend  school  in  extreme  cold  weather, 
it  seemed  advisable  to  close  the  school  when  cold  weather 
came,  and  give  the  older  scholars  the  privilege  of  attending 
school  in  Div.  6  as  formerly.  Scholars  in  Div.  4  were  con- 
veyed to  Div.  7  and  11. 

We  have  employed  twenty  different  teachers,  one  male 
and  nineteen  females.  Six  have  been  beginners.  Our  teach- 
ers in  nearly  every  case  have  shown  ability  to  govern  and  in- 
struct pupils  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.  We  do  not 
expect  all  the  best  qualities  of  the  pupil  brought  out  in  one 
term  by  any  one  teacher  but  we  have  had  many  happy  sur- 
prises— in  one  school  two  pupils  have  not  missed  a  word  in 
spelling,  in  another  the  writing  excelled,  and  in  another 
arithmetic  was  unusually  well  explained. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  parents  and  citizens  have  vis- 
ited our  schools  in  good  numbers  encouraging  both  teachers 
and  scholars  for  good  work. 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  district  to  the  supe- 
rior work  pupils  and  teachers  are  able  to  do,  when  they  have 
very  few  outside  interests  to  take  them  out  evenings  or  oc- 
cupy their  minds  during  term  time.  If  pupils  are  to  study 
well  it  is  important  that  they  have  their  sleep.  We  can  help 
any  class  of  workers  simply  by  not  hindering  them  and  we 
can  help  our  schools  by  guarding  against  the  things  that 
would  distract  the  minds  of  the  pupils  and  teachers  outside 
their  schools.     Brain  workers  need  their  sleep. 

We  have  shingled  the  house  in  Div.  12,  and  made  num- 
erous repairs  in  other  divisions. 

The  report  of  the  Truant  officers'  enumeration  of  scholars 
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in  town  between  5  and  16  years  of  age  is  boys  104,  girls  86, 
total  190.
